The Chinese cruiser Chi-Yuen early 


in the day closed in with one of the 
enemy's ships at full speed, intcndins 
to ram her. 
Whether rammed or tor- 


pedoed, the Japanese ship turned over 
and sunk. Four Japanese vessels then 
closed round the Chi-Yuo.ii, and she 
was ripped up by shots under the 
water line and went down with all 
hands. 


MLMIIwhile, thu battle ra^cd furious- 


ly round the tlucship Tiiifr-Ynen and 
her consort, the Chen-Yuen. The 1'ap- 
nncse ships were dillicult to identify, 
but it is known that the cruiser Yo- 
Khino received some duiiiiiging shots at 
close: <|iiarters, which enveloped her in 
smoke and made her invisible. Sonic 
of the Chinese (junners devoted their 
attention especially to .tho. Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa, and succeeded in set- 
ting her afire, but none of the Chinese 
o Incur* saw- bur sink. 


"At R o'clock the five Japanese ves- 


ecls still entitled in the llffht turned 
nnd lied. Tne Chinese vessels pursued, 


ut failed to ovcrlakc them.

lornin.; the Japanese tlotilla returned 
nd torpedoed the stranded ships. The 
isuahics on the Chinese licet were cx- 
clly as previously .stated. The .Jap- 
nese losses were uncertain, as all the 
,-ssels were busy, and no one could 
e the whole field of action.
